counting a quorum). 
The consideration of the rules was 
then proceeded with. 
Mr. Bynum, of Indiana, offered an 
amendment providing that when any 
bill for the increase of pension or for 
granting pensions not formerly provided 
for is pending it shall be in order to offer 
an amendment providing by taxation for 
the payment thereof. 
The amendment was strongly opposed 
by the Republicans, and was defeated 
by a vote of yeas, 96; nays, 164. 
An amendment by Mr. On th wa! to, of 
Ohio, to strike out tho proposed clause 
constituting JOO members a quorum of 
the committee of tho whole was, after a 
few remarks on either side, voted down 
on a yea and nay vote called for by Mr. 
Blount. 
Mr. Crisp offered an amendment to 
strike out the clause authorizing the 
Speaker to count sufficient members 
present and not voting to inako a quorum, 
and urged that tho other side woro not 
themselves certain of the constitution­ 
ality of that clause.

161 yeas to 149 nays—a strict party vote. 
The announcement of the result by the 
Speaker was greeted with applause from

House then adjourned.

Appropriating 8251,000 for the relief 
of theSiouxIndlans at Devils Lake.N.D., 
who are in a starving condition. 
Several private pension bills were also 
passed. 
The calendar was proceeded with 
until 4:20 p. rn., whon an executive ses­ 
sion was had. 
At 5:15 o’clock the doors 
were reopened and the Senate adjourned. 
A large number of bills were disposed 
of. 
Among those passed were the fol­ 
lowing: 
Providing for leave of absence for 
officers and employes in the customs ser­ 
vice of the government who receive per 
diem compensation; for the relief of sol­ 
diers and sailors who enlisted or served 
under assumed names while minors or 
otherwise in the army or navy during 
the war; to prevent the Introduction of 
contagious diseases from one State to 
another; to prevent the obstruction of 
navigable waters and protect public 
works against tresspass or injury.

One o f KUratu*s Bruiser! Kills rn Man on 
tho Stage at Dallas. 
D a l l a s, Texas, Feb. 15.—The Kil- 
rstn-Muldoon combination of boxers and 
wrestlers, which Is touring through 
Texas, have met with a serious mishap. 
The combination were giving an enter­ 
tainment In Dallas. Before the enter­ 
tainment was half over Tom James, a 
local amatuer, was so badly Injured dur­ 
ing a bout with Bezenot, the Cincinnati 
light-weight, that he was carried from 
tbt stage unconscious and died an hour 
afterward without reviving.

Council B lu ffs, Iowa, Fob. i v —Nows 
of one of tho most coldblooded and ap­ 
parently unprovoked double murders 
th a t ever occurred in this vicinity has 
just come to light. 
The details leading 
uj) to the finding of the bodies are as 
follows: 
In December last Dr. C. IT. Pinnoy of 
this city rented a farm, located six miles 
west of South Omaha, to A. B. Caid weld­ 
er. 
The latter could not then occupy 
the place and moved his wife’s parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. N athan Jones to the farm 
to take care of the stock. 
On Tuesday 
last Mr. Caid welder drove to the farm 
and was surprised to find tho front door 
open. 
No sign of tho old folks could bo 
seen. 
W ithin the house everything was 
in order, 
Thoro had been seven horses 
and nine head of cattle on tho place, and 
these were gone. 
A search was made 
and to-day tho bodies of tlip missing per­ 
sons were found. 
T he remains of the 
old man had been buried in a pile of re­ 
fuse, and partly hidden in a hay-stack 
fifteen rods distant lay tho body of his 
wifo. 
Both had been killed by tho same 
weapon, a 44-caliber 
revolver, 
Tho 
man’s body had been pierced by four 
bullets, while three had killed tho aged 
lady. 
Tho murderers are unknown, but sus­ 
picion points to two brothers, one of 
whom has served a term in tho peniten­ 
tiary for horse stealing. 
They were 
near tho scene of the tragedy about ten 
days ago, but neither has been seen 
since th a t time. 
Tho disappearance of 
the stock apparently tells tho story. 
T he thieves were evidently discovered 
while stealing the animals, and killed 
the aged couple to conceal tho lesser 
crime. 
T he whole county is aroused, 
and rewards amounting to $10,000 havo 
been offered for the apprehension of the 
murderers. 
F rank Offltt and Je rry Dee, two mon 
working in South Omaha, have been ar­ 
rested on suspicion of being the m urder­ 
ers. 
It is said th at they sold tho stolen 
cattle to a South Omaha commission 
house.

T H E CHIPPEW A INDIANS. 


An Interesting Talk by Dr. J. B. W hiting 
at the School for the Blind. 
Indian Commisthner Dr. J . B. Whit­ 
ing, who bas spent seversl months re­ 
cently among the Chippewa Indians of 
North Minnesota, visited the Sobool for 
the Blind last evening and gave the in- 
maets a talk concerning the Chippewa 
Indians of to-day. D r. Whiting brought 
home with him many Iudi aa relics and 
articles used by the aboriginal, denizens 
of the northwest. 
Among the rest was a 
large peace pipe, made historical from 
the fact that it was the pipe used in 
ratify iog the peace treaty between the 
0 bippcwa and Situ* Indian tribes in 
1867. This pi{e is about five feet ic 
length, with a bowl eight en inches 
in length. 
The bowl is made of pipe 
stone, while the stem ii of wood, all be-, 
iog handsom fly calved and ornamented 
Some excellent specimens of bead work, 
and many other articles of the handi­ 
work of the lavages were exhibited to 
the students, who were greatly delighted 
therewith. The doctor occupied about 
two hours time in his talk and in ex­ 
plaining the Indian relics, in which all 
bn hearers took a very deep interest, the 
talk being both interesting and very in­ 
structive. The members cf the school were 
delighted that Dr. Whiting gave them 
such an oppottunity to gam so much in­ 
formation from so reliable a source.
